For the year 
ending December 31, 1884, 7,887 deaths 
were reported. In the following year 
7,490 deaths occurred in this city. 
Of. the 8,283 deaths which occurred dur- 
ing the year olosing to-night 7,401 were 
white persons and 832 colored; 5,318 single 
and 2,915 married; 8,726feniales and 4,507 
males. During the year 300 permits were 
issued for the burial of persons dying out- 
side of the city limits but brought here 
forinterment. Of the total 6,233 deaths 
1,020 were registered from the public in- 
stitutions. 

The figures showing the causes, ages, 
nativity, etc., are of interest for many 
reasons. In the department statistics 
2,866 deaths are attributed to zymotio dis- 
eases, including the infectious and con- 
tagious diseases; 1,598 are charged to con-

Sucoeeding events indicate that these 
seeming blunders may have been inten- 
tional, When specific violations of law 
by the Pacific railroads in numerous 
cases, including the subsidy paid out of 
road earnings tothe Pacific Mail Steam- 
ship Company, were brought to Mr. 
CLEVELAND’s notice by subordinates who 
recommended the institution of suits, he 
refused, Two sessions of Congress haye 
met under his Administration, with no 
word or act from him indicating the 
slightest disapproval of Pacific Railroad 
management in any respect. Onthe con- 
trary, we find his Pacific Railroad Com- 
missioner and his Secretary of the Inte- 
rior both advocating, with his approval, a 
hew concession to those roads which is 
fraught with more possibilities of fraud 
than any of the swindling charter amend- 
ments which they have hitherto obtained 
from Congress by notorious bribery. 

‘One of the most suspicious features of 
this movement is that the lobby insists on 
hurrying this new debt funding bill 
through so many years before the loaned 
bonds mature, and without any investi- 
gation of the actual business status and 
management of the roads, The bill ap- 
pears-to be pressed on purpose to antago- 
nize and prevent such investigation, when 
it is understood that the Secretary of the 
Treasury and probably a majority of the 
Oabinet declare that a thorough, probing 
investigation should by all means precede 
any such legislation. 

What now seems to be the attitude of 
Mr, CLEVELAND towards these defaulting 
and law-breaking corporations is a shock- 
ing disappointment to the masses of the 
people, and especially to those who voted 
for him, little dreaming thata Democratic 
Administration would be as pliable to this 
corporation influence as any one of its Re- 
publican predecessors ever was.
